Southern College (huh?) & a Casino in nearby Lacey, WA pretty strong at 
times thru CJVB Ethnic stuff. (RS-ID) 

CA Sacramento — 11/5 2100 — Out of traffic report “on AM 1530 KFBK” fair. (WH- 
CO) 

KS Norton — 11/6 0100 — Out of Classic Rock song “KQNK 106.7 FM and 1530 AM 
Norton Your Hometown Radio” to more Classic Rock. Somebody forget to 
turn the AM off tonight? (WH-CO) 

OK Wagoner — 11/6 0904 — Out of SS music and slogan "La Qué Buena" fair mixing 
with KFBK.
